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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments, filed on 1 0/20/2005, with respect to claims 1 -8 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner has thoroughly reviewed 
Applicants' arguments but firmly believes that the cited reference to reasonably and 
properly meet the claimed limitations. 
Independent Claims 1 and 5 

(1 ) Applicants' argument - ""however nowhere do the teachings of Benayoun 

disclose or suggest the specific feature of a timer controller determining the clock 
value of the timer whenever the modem attempts a connection to the external 
modem ." as recited. 

Examiner's response - In response to applicant's argument as described in the 
above paragraph, the examiner cited again the Benayoun's reference column 10 
lines 52-67 and column 2 line 30 - column 3 line 31 for the explanation. As 
shown in Fig.1, clock generator 160, parity checker 180, control circuit 170 
Counterl 230, counter2 240, and microcontroller 100 are considered as a TIMER 
CONTROL to determining a clock value for the timer 220 based on the data 
transmission speed of the line (column 3 Iines15-18) whenever the modem 
attempts a connection to the external modem (column 3 lines 19-25). 

In column 2, lines 54-59 of Benayoun's reference, " At the beginning of 
the transmission, the bits are serially transmitted on lead RXD. The control 
circuit waits for the start bit signal which has a low level and as soon as it is 
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detected, it sends a synchronous signal SYNC to a timer (220) to synchronize 
the beginning of the bit counting." as cited, teaches the beginning state of a 
communication between two modems fa DTE 10 and a DCE 110), and column 3, 
lines 19-25, as cited, teaches the DTE 10 and DCE 110 being communicated 
with a determined transmission speed as described in column 10 lines 52-67 and 
column 2 line 30 - column 3 line 31 . Clearly, every time the DTE (modem) 10 
wants to communicate an external DCE (modem) 1 10 it will go through the 
process as described in the above paragraph. 

Thus, for the explanation addressed in the above paragraph, the 
Benayouns 1 reference teaches a timer controller determining the clock value of 
the timer whenever the modem attempts a connection to the external modem 
and the rejection is adequate.
